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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or suggest a process for kinetically separating a light hydrocarbon 
mixture by using a zeolite adsorbent comprising 8-member rings of tetrahedra wherein the 
zeolite adsorbent has been dealuminated and contains alkali metal cations balancing a framework 
charge and has a Si02/Al 2 0 3 molar ratio greater than about 80 and less than 1 80 and having 
diffusion rate at least 50 times greater for the first component as compared to the second 
component. 

Olson (U.S 6,488,741) teaches a zeolite having a Si02/Al 2 0 3 molar ratio at least about 
200. However, throughout the reference, a Si02/Al 2 03 molar ratio greater than 500 to greater 
2,000 was used. Therefore, it is not obvious to use a Si02/Al 2 0 3 molar ratio less than 200. Also 
applicants show unexpected results regarding the use of a Si02/Al 2 0 3 molar ratio in the range of 
about 80 to less than 180.
